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Australia Eyes Red Navy 


The North Atlantic Treaty Organizatio» na­ 
tions are not the only countries apparently con­ 
cerned about the growing presence of Soviet 
vessels of all types in areas of the oceans 
where they had been relative strangers before, 
Australia has begun to strengthen defenses 
on her Indian Ocan coast si a time when Sovi­ 
et naval forcts are reported in those strategic 
waters. 
The increasingly frequent appearance of Sovi­ 
et task forces in the Indian Ocean has been 
carefully watched by Australian defense cir­ 
cles. 


Concurrently a significant increase in Soviet 
merchant ships has been noted along with fish­ 
ing trawlers and oceanographic expedition ves­ 
sels. It is believed that at least some of the lat­ 


ter vessels are camouflaged spy ships. 
Speculation varies as to why the Soviets are 
showing interest in these waters at this time. 
Some military analysts tie the Soviet activity to 
r, heightened concern in the Kremlin over possi­ 
ble Red Chinese ventures in Southeast Asia af­ 
ter British forces leave Malaysia and Singajjora 
next year and the United States power in South 
Vietnam is reduced. 
The Australians are particularly interested in 
this theory because they, along with New Zea­ 
land. are committed to the defense of Malaysli 
and Singapore after the British leave. 
It was widely predicted that when Great Brit­ 
ain moved out of Southeast Asia the Soviet Un­ 
ion would move in. The actions of the Red navy 
seem to give credence to the prediction.

But not only is It possible to have your tax 
forms prepared with the assistance of a com­ 
puter. it now is possible to pay your taxes in 
easy installments through a bank credit card 
system, which also involves the use of comput­ 
ers 


It is predicted that ultimately all paper will 
be eliminated in the payment of federal income 
taxes. When that time arrives, all we will have 
to do is inform our credit-card bank how much 
we owe the gtvernment and the computers will 
pass the money, in the form of electronic infor­ 
mation. onto the government's computers.

Questions Zoning’s Useful

I think you misquoted me in your news re­ 
port of the Jan. 12 Perry Township trustees* 
zoning meeting which was held to air the 
pros and cons of rezoning a section of prop­ 
erty along the Benton Road, from R-l resi­ 
dential to Heavy Industry. 
The article stated that I was opposed to zon­ 
ing in general, but since Perry Township wa* 
zoned, that I expected the protection that zon­ 
ing supposedly offers. I stated, “ that being in­ 
volved as a trustee in Goshen Township with 
the writing of zoning regulations two years ago, 
I had never been sure whether zoning was a 
needed instrument in community growth, but 
if this zone change should be passed, (since 
the hearing it has passed), “then, I’m con­ 
vinced that zoning serves no useful purpose.” 
It is simply a useless set of rules, that give* 
residents a false feeling of security. Especially 
when township trustees see fit to reverse the 
zoning from residential to heavy industry. One 
extrem e to the other. 
Simple logic tells one that if zoning regula­ 
tions afforded the opportunity to ban 
a dirty, 
ugly, air-polluting, 
water polluting, noisy 
in­ 
dustry that everyone in the neighborhood de­ 
plores except one, 
and his contribution to this 
neighborhood is 
questionable, then zoning serv 
la no useful purpoaa to society. 


We are not so naive as to believe that all 
industry must be barred. We simply want to 
choose an industry that will be an asset. This 
is no more than any other decent, clean liv­ 
ing, self-respecting citizen ask s for his neigh­ 
borhood. 
The Encyclopedia defines zoning as: “The 
power of regulation in the interest of protect­ 
ing public health, safety and general wel­ 
fare.” Anyone who allows logic to ruje his 
think ing, instead of emotion and politics, can 
see that Herron’s doesn’t fit this definition.

À Bank Chief Speaks Out 


WASHINGTON — It was a fine dinner party 
in the White House State dining room Iasi Sat­ 
urday night — with President Nixon easily toss­ 
ing out lines swiftly fielded and shipped back 
by such professionals as soft- 
voi c e d Rep 
Wilbur Mills 
(most powerful man on the 
Hill), T r e a s u r y Secretary 
David 
Kennedy 
and 
gray­ 
haired New England-twanged 
money manager Dr. Arthur 
Burns. 
But it would have helped if 
Red Sk elton arrived a few 
days earlier for his stint as 
comic-in-residcnce to 
q u i p 
vi« *« y ntr« - 
while the financial sk eletons were being rattled 
at this farewell tribute to the government's best 
tennis player William McChesnev Martin, retir­ 
ing head of ‘he Federal Reserve Board. 
Shortly after the serving of the Dom Perignon 
19 62, a fine champagne from a year as rough 
as this last one, Bill Martin responded to the 
President’s toast with as gloomy a view as that 
of a Confederate general at Appomattox. 
“ We are in the wildest inflation since the 
Civil War,” the outgoing head of America’s cen­ 
tral bank told the President and somber guests. 
“ I wish I could turn the bank over to Arthur 
Burns as I would have lik ed. But we are in very 
deep trouble.” 


MOST OF THE guests were pros and there 
were one or two among them who thought Bill 
Martin overpessimistic and who believed that 
19 69 had not been as rough an inflationary year 
as the Korean War’s 1951. It was not a glum 
crowd, I must hasten to report, but there were 
uneasy bursts of laughter when Mr. Nixon in­ 
troduced a lilting quintet so unusual in their 
bubbling youth that you could tell the difference 
between the guys and gals. They sang selec­ 
tions from "The Rise and Fall of the Entire 
World as Seen Through the Eyes of Cole Por­ 
ter.” 
Later Mr. Nixon ask ed the party up to the 
aecond-floor living room where some sought the 
sights and some were sought out by the Presi­ 
dent. 
There is no doubt the President is deeply con­ 
cerned by seeping unemployment. There is no 
doubt that nei h r he nor his advisors and 
even the delightful curmudgeon of the ’70s, 
pipe-smok ing Arthur Burns, really k now how to 
control the human forces inflating the economy 
so that yesterday’s savings account begins to 
look lik e tomorrow's supermark et bill. 
There were those musing in front of the Pres­ 
ident's fireplace who saw only a 50-50 chance to 
avert a recession now. But there were experts 
who said flatlv the recession was coming along 
with four to five million jobless. 


WHO’S RESPONSIBLE? The AFL-CIO is 
issuing a pamphlet blaming industry's drive for 
profits. Also the effect of tight money. 
The President doesn’t agree but there is no 
anger or bitterness towards George Meany, 
leader of the American labor movement. To the 
President, Mr Meany is a level-headed man 
who is fighting for his people. 
However, the labor movement’s impact is 


that of a huge bellows whipping up the hot 
economy, someone said later. The talk was of 
the Chicago construction trades, as an example. 
The operating engineers had originally ask ed 
for a M.75-rn-hour ner man incve se for each 
year of a three-year contract. That would have 
made it $5.25 an hour or, on a 40 hour base, a 
hik e of $210 a week per work er. Behind the 
scenes, the length of the contract was stretched 
a bit and there appeared to be agreement at 
the rate of a $1 50-an hour raise per man cost 
— or roughly $60 a week , or $180 week ’- In­ 
crease per man over the contract. 


THIS WAS SET by a small negotiating com­ 
mittee. But when it was brought back to the 
members of the contractors group, the business 
men rejected the deal and it’s being fought out 
again. 
This is just one contract in one city. By June 
1, scores of contracts, all the way from cement 
masons to marble, mosaic, terrazzo and tile 
setters will be up — not to mention sheet metal 
work ers. Everybody will want what the other 
fellow got and a bit more. 
Multiply ‘his by scores of other cities — from 
Albanv and Buffalo, N.Y., to San Diego, Calif. 
— and you have billions on billions of additional 
do’lars being pumped into production costs. 
Because of increasing buyer resistance for 
the first time in years it now is difficult to pass 
these new labor costs on to the consumer (be 
he public or governmental) through higher 
prices. This could mean the end of the profit 
margin for manv companies — and an epidem­ 
ic of bank ruptcies. 
President Nixon will be trimming federal 
spending and manpower unlik e anything yet 
seen. 
• • • 
THAT WILL BE noticed 
But what is not 
being observed is the steady sk imming of em­ 
ployes by large corporations — 10 per cent 
here, 10 per cent there. This is beginning to hit 
the junior executive echelon, just as it is affect­ 
ing the government and allied supply circles as 
NASA trims 50,000 men and the Pentagon cuts 
even more. 
What happens now to the generation of young 
men and executives who never have k nown a 
sagging stock mark et (except for a short while 
in 19 62)? What happens to this generation which 
never k new any insecurity and so has not both­ 
ered saving any reserves? What happens to the 
expense account cult which has been paying $7 
and even $11 a steak or, in such cities as New 
York , has been nngioteretwan oeetdorrhmt 
York , has been renting two and three room 
posh apartments at $400 to $650 monthly? In the 
mass industries such as auto and steel the lay­ 
offs won’t hurt for a year because of supple­ 
mentary unemployment insurance. But wh&t 
then? 
Is there a mild 19 29 around the corner? Old 
Dave Beck used to say that if the next fellow is 
out of a job it’s a recession. If you’re out of a 
job. it s a depression. 
If the public look s closely now it will see a lot 
of other fellows. The recession, said one guest 
to another walk ing down the White House's 
grand staricase to the outer door, isn’t coming. 
It’s here.

Selecting 
A Justice 


WASHINGTON — The announcement that 
President Nixon' has pick ed another federal 
judge to fill the vacancy on the Supreme Court 
for which he originally selected Judge Clement 
F. Haynsworth Jr. has Its tragic and discourag- 
ing aspcts. 
Instead of choosing a jurist recognized as out- 
itanding, the President has had to name one of 
the “ least objectionable” men — the k ind of 
person who will presumably satisfy all the 
groups which were so active in the controversy 
that resulted in the defeat of Judge Haynes- 
worth’s nomination. 
George Ha-rold Carswell, the new appointee. 
Is a good judge and will doubtless do a consci­ 
entious job. But he is by no means the best 
judge in America for the post. 


IF PRESIDENT NIXON had tried to select 
•omeone of prominence who had distinguished 
himself by his decisions, he would have run up 
against opposition from various groups. They 
would have carried on the same k ind o' cam- 
pa;gn they did acainst Judge Haynswort . 
This is certainly the wrong way to pick a Su­ 
preme Court justice and doesn't augur well for 
the future quality of the high court, which must 
intcrnret the Consti’ution of the United States 
and Issue rulings of decisive importance to the 
co*- ry. 
It is fortunate that Judge Carswell has served 
already on the federal bench. He is a nalive of 
Geor^a and w^s nam'4'! *o the U.S. Fifth Cir­ 
cuit Court of Appeals last year after 11 
y ea r*

There are several men, however, who have 
risen to the post of chief justice of their respec­ 
tive state supreme courts who are worthy of 
consideration There are men on the federal cir­ 
cuit courts throughout the country, too, who are 
dis inguished jurists. 
President Nixon evidently was boxed in by 
no 
"1 - ru reme ts. He had tried to sa'is y 
the South when he nominated Judge Hayne- 
sworth and when the Senate refused to confirm 
his appointee it was not unnatural for Mr. Nix­ 
on to t”rn to ano‘her Sou’horner. 
Actually, Judge Haynesworth was guilty of no 
wrongdoing or else he would not still be serving 
on the U.S. Fourth Circuit Court of Appeals. 
But. unhapnfy for him. he had written several 
decisions-that antagonized the AFL-CIO and it 
had a strong enough lobbv in Congress to defeat 
the Haynsworth nomination. 
Thus, the American people found themselves 
confronted by a special-interest group which 
was sufficiently powerful to k eep off the Su­ 
preme Court a man who deserved to be on it. 
Indeed, the AFL-CIO came out openly and de­ 
manded that senators vote against Judge Hay­ 
nesworth. Because of the power of the labor or­ 
ganization in certain states, the nomination was 
rejected. 
When a new nominee was chosen, the Presi­ 
dent pick ed a man about whom little, if any, 
controversy would be developed when he comes 
u*4 for confirmation For he has cot par ioipot- 
ed in any crucial decisions of national signifi­ 
cance. 
The entire debate which began on the day 
Judge Haynsworth was nominated is a sorry 
chapter in American history and shows clearly 
that the selection of justices can be block ed by 
a special-interest group which commands the 
votes of many men in the Senale because it col­ 
lects campaign funds for their benefit. 
The Federal Corrupt Practices Act has long 
been in need of amendments to cover campaign 
contributions for senators and representatives 
by lobbying organizations. Until America gets 
clean politics K will not have clean government 
and the appointees to high office will be those 
men who are “least objectionable” — and per­ 
haps in some cases least capable — while out­ 
standing men are by-passed for appointment. 
The Supreme Court of the United States is 
one of the liree independent branches of the 
government. But although the Constitution pro­ 
vides for the people to select both the presi­ 
dent and the Congress, there is no method as 
yet in effect whereby the people can have a 
voice in the selection of a justice of the Su­ 
preme Court. 


THE RESPONSIBILITY for choosing mem­ 
bers of the highest court rests with the presi­ 
dent and he must have the consent of a majori­ 
ty of the Serate. 
Surely judges throughout the country should, 
in some way. participate. The state judges 
could, by secret ballot, select three men they 
considered most suited to serve on the Supreme 
Court of the United States The federal judges 
could also vote for three individuals to serve on 
the highest court in the land. 
The President of the United States would re­ 
ceive these ballots and would have before him 
a choice of men based on the recommendations 
of the nation's jurists.
